Physical. Examinations of Persons Unable to Report 


Before Local Boards When Directed. 


Any portion who when called Cor service and notified to appear 


for physical examination IB absent from ttto Jurisdiction ot tho Local 
Hoard, and IB unnbln to appear for oxnmlntUicm on or before the tenth 
day after tho mulling of tho notice to appear, may, on or beforo tho 
lentil day, file an application, supported by satisfactory proof, for an 
order directing hla physical examination by another board. 


If the Local Hoard Ifl uatisfled, from consideration ot ttio appli- 


cation and proof, that because of nocos-jnry nbHonco It was imprac- 
ticable for such puroon to iuip«ar whan and as directed, such board 
may enter an order directing his examination by a board designated 
in tho order. The local board so designated shall thereupon take and 
hiiMj Jurisdiction to determine auch person's qualifications for military 
sen Ice In the snme manner and with the same otfoct as If such parson 
hud been culled by Mich board. 


L'lmn completion of tho examination by the designated hoard, or 


upon expiration ot (he. period for appearance therefor, tho record shall 
be transmitted to the local board of such person's homo district and 
itpim receipt by the local board thereat the same effect thnll bo given 
thereto an it the rucord had boon made by the latter board. 


. If any person is unable, duo to sickness, to report for examination 


on or before the tenth day after mulling ot notice, he shall establish 
pitch Inability to the satisfaction of tho Local Board by affidavits, nt 
leant one of which shall be made, by a licensed physician. In sucli 
cnuo the board may enter nil order requiring an examining physician of 
mich board to examine such person wherever he may bo within tho 
jurisdiction of tho board, and also to order a ro-ejeamlnation by an- 
other exnmlnlnK physician. 


In case any person notltled to roport for examination doea nol ap- 


pear on the day sot; or does not, if prevented by sickness or necessary 
absence Crom appearing on or before tho tenth (lay after mailing of 
notice: or does not flio an application as proscribed for examination 
In another district, such perton shall be recorded by the Local Board 
of his district as physically qualified for military Horvlce. However, 
If any person no recorded shall show to the satisfaction of the Local 
Hoard that, clue to necessary absence or to sickness, ho was not only 
iinnht>< to appear for examination but was also unable to tile an appli- 
cation for examination elsewhere, such board, in Itu discretion, may 
order him to be examined in tho manner proscribod. 


If any person so recorded reports to tho Ixxjal Board at a date 


subsequent to the tenth day tfter mailing of notice tho board may. In 
Its discretion, cause him to be examined. 
In such casos tho exam- 


ination nnd the conclusions based thereon shall have tho same force 
and effect as If the person bad reported and boon examined within the 
tlmo proscribed In his notice to appear.
